EQUALIZATION 


Farm Bureau Wants to 
Include Principle 


In Board Act 


WASHINGTON—(INS)—Amend- 
ment of the Federal Farm Board 
act to include a compulsory equali- 
zation fee provision was demanded 
today of Congress by the American 
Farm Bureau federation. 

Edward A. O’Neal, president of 
the organization, appearing before 
the. senate agricuitural committee 
which is considering farm relief le- 
gislaticn, also formally placed the 
federation on record as being will- 
ing to accept the debenture in con- 
junction with the equalization fee. 

The. debenture is favored by the 
Grange, the other large national 
farmers organization. In the past 
the Grange and the Farm Bureau 
have been opposed over their re- 
spective’ méasures for farm relief. 

‘Recently, it was learned that the 
two organizations had reached an 
agreement whereby they would pool 
their interests and call on congress 
for the adoption of both the equali- 
zation fee and the debenture and 
their inclusion in the farm board 


O’Neal’s declaration gave formal 
confirmation of this report. The 
merged program appreciably en- 
hanced the strength of both pro- 
posals before congress. 

O’Neal also informed the senate 
committee .that the Farm- Bureau 
favored an investigation of the 
Board. He. declared the 
rm Buréau has supported the 
board; but..believes a senatorial in- 
quiry “will clear the air and streng- 
then the position of the Farm 
Board.”

Decker French, of Davenport, 
former state commander of the 
American Legion, vice . chairman, 
and leading “business men, bank- 
ers, lawyers, doctors, editors, farm- 
ers, industrialists and capitalists in 
the state.” 

The membership he said includes 
men in the nine Iowa congressional 
districts who oppose prohibition 
but believe in temperance. .

INTO PEN LIFE 


Gangster Smokes and 
Broods in Chicago 
Jail Cell 


By WEST PETERSON 


CHICAGO — (INS) — Stolidly 
marking time, harassed by thoughts 
of the future, “Scarface Al” Ca- 
pone is gradually sinking into the 
prison life which he seems des- 
tined to endure for many years to 
come. 

Occasionally he sees his attor- 
neys, the members of his immed- 
iate family, his closest friends. 
Some of the long hours he whiles 
away in playing solitaire or read- 
ing books. Much of the time he 
simply smokes and broods. 

Around the notorious gang per- 
sonage Bas been drawn a cloak of 
silence. Since he entered the jail 
after being convicted of income 
tax evasion and sentenced to elev- 
en years imprisonment more than 
a@ month ago, Capone has persist- 
ently refused to talk to newspap- 
ermen. 

The gangster’s somewhat  sur- 
prising taste in literature was re- 
vealed today by Warden David 
Moneypenny in an interview grant- 
ed to International News Service. 
Within the last week “Scarface” 
as read—or appeared to read— 
“Babbitt” and “Main Street” by 
Sinclair Lewis. Besides calling for 
these volumes, he asked for Victor 
Hugo’s. “By Order of the King” and 
“The Eagle’s Eye,” by Crain: 

“Of course,” said the warden, 
“Capone might not have read all 
these books, but at least they were 
delivered to him.” 

When Capone was first incar- 
cerated, he demanded “snappy 
stuff’—wild west thrillers and the 
like. He has practically exhausted 
the jail library’s stock of detective 
fiction. 

Awaiting the result of his appeal 
to the high courts, serving time 
for which he receives no credit, 
the former king pin of the under- 
world is confined to a large cell on 
the fifth floor of the jail which was 
intended to be a _ convalescent 
ward. 

Hé was placed in a secluded lo- 
cation, according to Warden Mon- 
eypenny, so that his presence 
would not tend to upset the routine 
of 1,400 other prisoners. He asks 
no special privileges and causes no

MILK TESTING 
NEARING ENDS 


Case Against Local 
Dealer Is Under 


Advisement 


Hearing of testimony in _ the 
case of the city against H. B. Mc- 
Dowell, local dairymen, charged 
with handling milk of a bacterial 
content not conforming with the 
city ordinances, was concluded 
Tuesday afternoon before‘ Justice 
of the Peace H. D. Horst.

seeking investment but unable to find profitable investment 
because the field is already covered. The capital that is al- 
ready working is producing more goods than the underpaid 
wage earners and farmers can buy. There are periodical ac- 
cumulations and market gluts, and that is what causes peri- 
odical depressions. 

We have depression, not because capital becomes scarce, 
but because capital becomes so plentiful that part of it can- 
not find profitable investment. These idle dollars unable to 
find investment produce idle men seeking work. Any intelli- 
gent business man knows that these are facts, The argument 
that the graduated income tax creates a scarcity of capital 
and, hence, slows down production is a shameless manifesta- 
tion of capitalistic hypocrisy. 

This huge and growing capital surplus is a most menacing 
thing. It grabs and monopolizes the profitable stock and bond 
market shutting out the people; it siezes and appropriates 
to itself government or public non-taxable bonds; it overflows 
into all possible domestic opportunities, thus shutting the 
common people off from opportunity. It is now overflowing 
into American agriculture and crowding out the family farms 
with giant corporation farms. It has overflowed the boun- 
daries of the United States into almost all countries of the 
world to the extent of twenty-five billion dollars, and still the 
overflow continues, Its foreign investments is the direct and 
chief cause of modern militarism and war. It causes war and 
then takes a mortgage on the world to pay for the war it caus- 
es, thus enchaining the unborn generations of Man. 


The essential virtue of the graduated income tax, the super 
tax on giant incomes, the sur-tax and the inheritance tax is 
that they tend to curb this monstrous and dangerous capital 
surplus which is corrupting and possessing governments and - 
mortgaging humanity. It reduces this danger and then uses 
the proceeds to build up our nationa] and public life. There

After a great deal of dodging, Mr. Jones was pinned down 
by our unofficial “investigators” and admitted that the sales 
tax passes the tax on to the consumer in the form of higher 
prices or an increased cost of living. After Jones had explain- 
ed that in Canada the sales tax is applied only to sales made 
by the manufacturers, he was asked by Howard, Democrat, 
of Nebraska, if the manufacturer adds the tax to the price of 
his products. While Jones’ answer was devious, it was an un- 
mistakable admissior. .hat such was the fact. He said: 

“As a rule that is so. The manufacturer is made respon- 
sible for the tax and has the privilege of including it in his sell- 
ing price or as a separate item on his invoice. So he is really pay- 
ing to the government that which he has received himself.” 

This is a sufficient admission for a typical political hypo- 
crite. Just as though under modern monopolistic or competi- 
tive conditions the manufacturer could in any way avoid pass- 
ing the tax on in the increased price of the goods! In all cas- 
es where taxes on sales are imposed the tax goes on the led- 
ger as one of the expense items. The manufacturer figures 
his profits over and above all expenses—he puts on a price 
that will cover all expenses and leave him a satisfactory pro- 
fit, The fact that, although the 17,000 Canadian manufac- 
turers pay all the sales tax, they make as big profits and pros- 
.per as much as manufacturers on this side of the line, is ab- 
solute and irrefutable proof that they pass the sales tax on to 
the consumer. The present gasoline tax in America is added 


openely to the sales price. The former war tax on theater 
tickets was added to the price of the tickets. There can’t be 
a sales tax under the present system unless it is added to the 
price of goods and the cost of living. 

The originator and chief exponent of the present sales tax 
drive is Senator Reed of Pennsylvania. This ought to damn 
the whole scheme in the eyes of fair-minded citizens. Senator 
Reed is well known as the chief spokesman for big business 
in the Senate. He stands openly and shamelessly for every. 
vicious measure desired by the great monopolists. He says 
concerning the proposed sales tax: 

“I am in favor of a sales tax of one-half of one per cent on 
everything. I would include every commodity. I favor it not as 
an emergency addition, but as a permanent addition to the tax 
laws. It would bring into the treasury almost half of the ex- 
penses of the federal government—not less than $2,000,000,000 
a year.” 

This statement by Senator Reed expresses exactly the 
scheme of American big business. Their propesed sales tax 
will produce just enough to cover the present two billion dol- 
lars deficit, and as it comes from the sweat and blood of the 
poor people of America, it will save our super rich million 
aires and billionaires from the dreaded restoration of the sy- 
per tax and sur-tax on immense incomes. This will immedi- 
ately swell the great and mounting capital surplus, which in 
turn will flow into all lines of business and endeavor not yet

“THE PROSTATE GLAND” 

Again we are dealing with a 
gland which belongs to the endless 
chain of the endocrin glandular 
system. 

The prostate gland is about the 
size of a horse chestnut and is lo- 
cated in the pelvic cavity above the 
rectum, and below, and adjacent 
to, the urinary bladder. Running 
through the center of this gland 
is the prostatic urethra, through 
which must pass all the wastes 
from the kidneys and bladder. 

It can be seen that any conges- 
tion of this gland is going to choke 
the neck of the bladder and cause 
a retention of the urine with the 
result’ that there never is a com- 
plete emptying of the bladder at 
any time and a certain amount of 
fluid is left in the bladder; a bred- 
ing ground for millions of bacteria. 

Commonest Disease 

Enlargement (hypertrophy) of 
the gland is the most common 
trouble. Complications which are 
quite persistent are stones in the 
prostate, inflammation, and cancer. 
If the enlargement of the gland is 
toward the rectum, there will prob- 
ably be constipation also. Sex de- 
cline and interfernce with the pas- 
sage of urine will be noticed. In- 
contiuence and difficulty in start- 
ing the flow of urine, especially af- 
ter exposure, may result. 

There will be a reflex to the 
small of the back, which feels 
dead, and is often diagnosed as a 
kidney condition. Headaches, di- 
gestive disturbances, intermittent 
pains; depression, neurosthenia 
and a lack of will-power and con- 
centration. Every case will not, of 
course, have all of these symptoms;

FOOTBALL BAN 
IS CONTINUED 


Loyola Not to Have 
Grid Eleven for 
Another Year 


CHICAGO—(INS) — Suspension 
of intercollegiate football by Loyola 
University will be continued for 
another year, it was announced to- 
day by Father Robert M. Kelley, 
S. J., president of the college. The 
announcement followed a canvass 
of the faculty whose members vot- 
ed to keep football off next fall’s 
athletic program because of the 
success of the plan this year. 

Loyola is the first and only major 
college in the country to try the 
experiment of suspending intercol- 
legiate football. 

A survey of the results thus far 


has shown a growth of intramural 
sports giving a wide percentage of 
students the benefits of athletic 
participation, a tendency to im- 
prove the general scholastic stand- 
ing and abolition of a financial 
strain on the student treasury. 
Enrollment at the university this 
fall, Father Kelley reported, was 
larger by 157 students than last 
fall’s registration, indicating that 
intercollegiate football does not 
necessarily attract new students.
